IIL. And it is hereby enacted, that ifany person 
making such affirmation as aforesaid, shall wilfully 
and falsely state any matter or thing which if the 
same had been sworn before the passing of Act V. 
of 1840, or before the paseing of this Act, would 
have amounted to perjury, every such offender 
shall be subject in all Courts to the same punish- 
ment to which persons convicted of perjury were 
subject before the passing of Act V. of 1840, or 
before the passing of this Act.‘ 


IV. And it is hereby enacted, that any person 
causing or procuring another to commit the affence 
defined in the last preceding Section of this Act, 
shall be subject in all Courts to the same punisit- 
ment to which persons convicted of subornation 
of perjury were subject before the passing of 
Act V. of 1840, or before the passing of this Act. 

V. And itis hereby provided, that this Act shall 
not extend to any declaration madq under the 
authority of Act X XI. of 1837, nor to any decla- 
ration or affirmation made in any of Her Majesty's 
Courts of Justice. ‘ ;

An Act for the Aalministration of Justice and Collec- 
tion of the Revenue in the Territory which formed 
the State of Colaba, and which has lapsed to the 
British Goveynment. 

I. Jt is hereby enacted, that from and after 
“the First day of October 1844 the Administra- 
tion of Civil and Criminal Justice, the Super- 
intendenée of the Police, and the Collection and 

Superintendence, of the Revenues of every des- 

‘ertption within that portion of the lapsed Terri- 

tery of Colaba, whieh is bounded on the Last by 

ih Nigotud Hivbr, gid. the Taleokas of Sunkse 
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and Rujpooree, on the South by the Rewodunda 
River, on the West by the Sea, including the 
Islands of Colaba, Oonderee and Khanderee, 
(Henery and Kenery) and on the North by the 
Harbour of Bombay, shall vest in such Agent to 
the Governor of the Presidency of Bombay as 
shall be appointed by the Governor in Council, 
and shall be exercised by the said Agent with the 
aid of such Assistants as may be appointed by 
the said Governor in Council.

V. And it is hereby enacted, that each of the 
portions of the lapsed Territory of Colaba not

2, The project of establishing Rail Roads in 
this Country has not been entirely disregarded, 
notwithstanding the impression on the part of 
many who, not being aware of the circumstances 
which constitute the practical recommendations 
or objections to them, entertain an idea that their 
introduction into India, at present, would be pres 
mature. 


Sir, 


3. The consideration of the practicability of 
laying down a line of Railway—of the advantages 
which would attend it to the Government equally 
with the public—and of the parti alar lunes which 
would yield the everte-t returns, and would in 
other respects be the most eligible, have for some 
time past engaged the attention of several partics, 
both in this Country and in England; and it is to 
the result of this enquiry I woul! beg to direct 
your attention. 


4, That the subject is one of paramount im- 
portance to the best interests of the Country, and 
calculated in a Miltary as well as a Commercial 
point of view to be productive of the most tene- 
ficial results, it will, L apprehend, be unnecessary 
for me to demonstrate. The advantages which 
have attended their introduction throughout 
Europe, and in the United States, will be admit- 
ted as sufficiently conclusive on this point. 


5. Without trespassing unnecessarily upon 
your time, 1 shall briefly state the object of my 
present application, which is, to ascertain to what 
extent the co-operation and support of the Go- 
vernnent will be granted, in the event of one or 
more lines of Railway being undertaken by 
private Capitalists. 

6. To prevent misunderstanding in regard to 
the nature of the assistance which is expected of 
the Government, I beg to observe that no pecu- 
niary aid is required, = * 

7. Ihave only to request the favor of your 
stating, whether the Government will, in the event

1, The Ground required for the Railway, 
which can be conceded under the powers 
vested in the Government, for the purpose 
of making and improving Roads, &«.— 
whereby all disputes with the Proprietors 
of the land along the lines will be avoided, 
and the expense of litigation prevented.

the Government, (who must derive considerable 
benefit from the measure under any circumstances) 
which line may be first completed, it will probably 
be unnecessary to do more than to state, that 
upon receiving your reply to the foregoing re- 
quisition, namely, whether the Government, in the 
event of a Company being formed in London, or 
elsewhere, of unexceptionable respectability, and 
with sufficient capital to accomplish their objects, 
will give their support to the extent specified, 
arrangements will be immediately made for active 
operations; and in the course of a few months, 
I shall be prepared to submit for the approval of 
the Government the complete details of the under- 
taking, which only requires the intimation of their 
general approval, and promise of encouragement 
to enable those parties who have already made 
considerable progress in the matter, by the collec- 
tion of statistical data, and otherwise, to complete 
their arrangements, and bring the subject before 
‘he public.

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It is proper to explain that a public Servant 
cannot claim, and that the Governmént ig not 
bound to grant any leave of absence what- 
ever, on private affairs, under Section XI. of 
the Rules. If the Government does grant such 
leave, it is only at its own pleasure and con- 
venience, and provided it puts the State to no 
expense: On the other hand, a public Servant on 
the strength of a Medical Certificate can claim 
leave of absence as aright, and the Government 
must grant it, and in the great majority of cases, 
must be put to expense and possibly inconveni- 
ence by +0 doing: It consequently insists that 
on all occasions of absence on Medical Certificate, 
a certain deduction shall be made from the allow- 
ances of the Absentee to meet the general expense 
of providing substitutes for Absentees. . 

It will occasionally happen that the circum- 
stances under which these deductions take place 
may appear harsh, byt it is impossible to draw a 
line between the degrees of harshness, and to 
decide what description of case shall be treated 
in one way and what in another. The orily dis- 
tinction must be between leave on Medical Certi- 
ficate and leave on private affairs, sand the 
Governor General in Council sees no reason for 
interfering with this distinctién in the case of 
Captain Elliot. His Honor in Council accord- 
ingly determines that the case must be regarded 
us an ordinary case of absence on Medical Certi- 
ficate, and: that Lieutenant 
application cannot be complied with.
